Fatally Struck 


Campus Mourns 


Death of Freshman 





Anthony R. Vessella 


A URI freshman, Anthony R. Ves- 
sella of Providence, was killed last 
Friday night about 100 yards out- 
side of the campus gates on Upper 
College Road. 


Mr. Vessella died instantly when 
he was struck by a car driven by 
Richard Evans, a Kingston resident 
registered as a special student at 
the University, during a torrential 
downpour. The victim was 18 years 
old and had been a resident of 
Browning Hall. 

His companion, 17-year-old Lynn 
Lustbader of Queens, Ney York, 
also enrolled as a freshman, is in 
the intensive care unit of Rhode 
Island Hospital suffering from a 
compound fracture of the leg and 
a possible skull fracture. 

The couple was apparently re- 
turning home from the _ Friday 
movie at Edwards Hall when trag- 
edy occurred, about 10 p. m. 

Twenty-year-old Mr. Evans will 
be arraigned tomorrow morning in 
the West Kingston Superior Court 
on an automatic charge of driving - 
to endanger, death resulting, always 
brought in fatalities. 

South Kingstown police are still 
investigating the accident and are 
waiting for Miss Lustbader to re- 
cover sufficiently for questioning.

ial exhibition of morai foree of character, and of instincts to lead and to take an interest in his fellows; 
(4) physical vigor, as shown by fondness for and success in sports. Some definite quality of distinction, 
whether in intellect or character, is the most important requirement for a Rhodes Scholarship, and it 
is upon this that the selection committees will insist. 

The value of a Rhodes Scholarship is 750 Pounds Sterling per year. Appointment to a Rhodes 
Scholarship is made for two years in the first instance with a possible_third year if the Scholar’s rec- 
ord at Oxford and plan of study warrant such an award. No restriction is placed upon a Rhodes Scho- 
ar’s choice of studies. 5 

A candidate may apply either in the state in which he resides or in the state in which he may | 
have received at least two years of his college education. Applications must be in the hands of the sec- 
retary of the state committee not later than November 1, 1962. The names and addresses of secretaries 
of state committees of selection are printed in the Memorandum of Regulations.

Among many others, two possible 
ways of playing Dylan Thomas’s 
work are apparent: as he originally 
wrote it for radio with everything 
depending upon listening, with only 
the voices in the greatest possible 
tonal variety tumbling a stunning 
torrent of words over the listener, 
or, as in the Circle-in-the-Square’s 
production, with the added visual 
dimension of actors doubling, trebl- 
ing or further telescoping roles and 
fluid enough to throw themselves 
in voice and body, especially face, 
into all the people of Milk Wood, 
dreaming their lives and talking 
their dreams. This depends on a 
good audience, quick enough to 
catch the humor as it bounces and 
booms along; Sunday’s audience 
was such a splendid one.

A midwestern college audience recently heard this answer in 
a talk by A.T.&T. Board Chairman, Frederick R. Kappel

In al] this passing 
into and oue of roles those gray 
sweaters and scarves were a great 
help and so was the fact that ne 
single actor ever froze himself into 
personality. That is why we remem- 
ber not the actor as much as the 
role: Mr. Pugh’s murderous morn- 
ings, breakfast with the Butcher 
Beynons, nights at the Willy Nil- 
lies, the lusty dreams of Nogood 
Boyo, Morgan’s music, and the two 
Dai Bread wives balanced against 
the two Ogmore-Pritchard hus- 
bands. 


As for the particular actors, we 
will remember Paul Milliken’s 
whimsy, Ken Ruta’s and Joyce 
Ebert’s luminous faces, Patricia 
Hamilton simply being formidable, 
and Carol Teitel, with elastic ankles 
being a vixen. As the pace of a 
good production and of any day in 
such a town should, the language 
and motion rose toward noon and 
then lolled through the afternoon 
down to dusk again, the humor 
broadening, the individual towns- 
people being better known, and the 
transitions easier to follow. 

Unfortunately, Tom Brennan, the 
first voice, made an unhappy and 
unsure contrast to the firm control 
of Michael Prince in making these 
transitions (and to the rich speech- 
es of Jack Dodson and Bill Young). 
But the troupe is just beginning its 
national tour, and after dozens of 
college theatres, gymnasiums, and 
cavernous halls between Kingston 
and the Pacific Mr. Brennan will 
probably gain confidence. 

To the Circle-in-the-Square play- 
ers and the Fine Arts Council the 
campus owes a genuine debt not 
only for a delightful evening but 
for setting an artistic standard for 
the year.
